IX SENATE. 

Saturday, May 18, 1861. 

The Senate was opened with prayer by 
Elder W. T. Moore, of the Reform church. 

The journal of yesterday was read by the 
Clerk. 

LEAVE TO BRING IN A BILL. 

Mr. GRUNDY — A bill in relation to the 
chancery and criminal courts in the 5th ju- 
dicial district : referred to the committee on 



and to provide lor the arming of the militia 
of the State of Kentucky : referred to a se- 
lect committee. 

REPORTS RESUMED. 

Mr. CISSELL — Judiciary — A bill con- 
cerning the courts in Muhlenburg county. 

Mr. RHEA offered an amendment extend- 
ing the provisions ot the bill to the circuit 
court of Butler county : adopted. 

Mr. GIBSON moved to include Estill 
county in the provisions of the bill. 

The bill and amendments were referred to 
the committee on Revised Statutes, to report 
at 4 o'clock this evening. 

And then, at 1 o'clock, the Senate took a 
recess until 3 o’clock. 



Circuit Courts. 
Mr. GIBSON 



asked the dispensation of 
the rules to enable him to offer a series of 
resolutions: rejected. 

ENROLLMENTS. 

Mr. GILLIS reported a bill correctly en- 
rolled; it was signed by the SPEAKER, 
and sent to the Governor for his approval and 
signature.

Was received, announcing their concurrence 
in several Senate bills, and the passage of 
House bills, in which they ask the concur- 
rence of the Senate. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

A message was received from the Govern- 
or, hv the Secretary of State, informing the 
Senate that he had approved and figned sun- 
dry hills which originated in the Senate. 

Also, a message nominating sundry gen- 
tlemen for the office of notary public. 

SPECIAL ORDER FOR iOi O’CLOCK. 

The Senate took up the II. R. resolution 
fixing Monday, the 20th instant, for the final 
adjournment of the General Assembly, and 
it was laid over until Monday, at 10} o’clock. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

The Senate resumed the consideration of 
the unfinished report of the committee on 
Finance, asking a discharge from a leave to 
bring in a bill for the benefit of Alfred Hens- 
ley. 

Some discussion arose on this question, in 
which Messrs. PENXEBAKER, DeIIA- 
VEN, and WHITAKER took part. 

The vote was taken on discharging the 
committee, and it was decided in the affirm- 
ative by yeas 25, nays 11. 

Mr. DeIIAVEX — F inance — Asked to be 
discharged from leave to bring in a hill to 
better secure the collection of revenue. [The 
bill proposed to increase the pay of sheriffs 
for collecting on sums over $2,UU0.] 

Mr. PENXEBAKER opposed the dis- 
charge of the committee. 

Mr GROVER reulied to Mr. PENNE- 
BAKER, and urged the discharge of the 
committee. 

Mr. PENXEBAKER replied, and again 
opposed the discharge. 

Mr. READ urged the discharge in a few 
remarks in reply to Mr PENXEBAKER. 

Mr. TAYLOR and Mr. ANDREWS also 
advocated the discharge briefly. 

The vote was taken on discharging the 
committee, and it was decided in the affirm- 
ative by yeas 34, nays 3. 

Mr. ALEXANDER — Finance — A II. R. 
bill for the benefit of Thos. Johnson, with 
the opinion it should not pass: rejected. 

Mr. ANDREWS — Military Affairs — Ask- 
ed to be discharged from leave to bring in a 
bill to establish the Shelby > ille Home Guard : 
discharged. 

Same — A similar leave to establish the 
Paris Home Guard: discharged. 

Same — Asked to be discharged from peti- 
tion of Frankfort Home Guard : discharged. 

Same — Asked to be discharged from a 
resolution in relation to Home Guards: dis- 
charged. 

Same — A II. R. bill to authorize the Har- 
rison county court to purchase arms and 
munitions of war, with an amendment. 

[The amendment submits the hill to a 
vote of the people before it takes effect] 

Mr. ANDREWS opposed the bill nnd 
amendment. He made the report by the di- 
rection of a majority of the committee, but 
he was opposed to this and all such local 
bills, and opposed to making laws going into 
effect upon a vote of the people. If that 
course of legislation is pursued, the people 
had better come here and legislate directly 
themselves, without the intervention of the 
Legislature. If the counties of the State 
are armed, let it be by general law. 

Mr. FISK also opposed the bill and 
amendment on similar grounds, being op- 
posed to these local bills. 

Before any vote, the hour arrived for the 
orders of the day. 

PETITION. 

Mr. READ, under a dispensation of the 
rules, presented a petition numerously sign- 
ed by ladies of Larue county, in favor of 
peace and neutrality: read, ordered to be 
printed, and referred to the committee on 
Federal Relations. 

Mr. DENNY presented a similar petition 
Irom the ladies of Garrard county: read, and 
referred to the committee on Federal Rela- 
tions. , 

ORDERS OF THE DAY. 

The resolutions offered by Mr. WHITA- 
KER on yesterday, and the substitute of 
Mr. IRVAX, and the amendment of Mr. 
FISK to the substitute, came up. 

The pending question was Mr. AN- 
DREWS’ motion to refer them all to the 
committee on Federal kelations. 

Mr. RUST moved to amend the motion 
by instructing the committee to report on 
Monday, at 10} o'clock. 

Mr. ANDREWS opposed the motion to 
instruct nnd urged the reference.

Mr. BROWN presented a memorial from 
100 ladies of Caldwell county, praying that 
Kentucky may be permitted to maintain an 
armed neutrality: referred to the committee 
on Federal Relations. 

PETITION. 

Mr. HUSBANDS presented a petition, 
from several ladiep of the city of Paducah, 
in favor of secession: referred to the com- 
mittee on Federal Relations. 

SENATE BILL. 

The House took up a bill for the benefit 
of the city of Louisville: passed. 

motion. 

Mr. LINN moved to dispense with the 
regular order to permit him to introduce a 
local bill • rejected — yeas, 53; navs, 42 — re- 
quiring two-thirds to dispense with the regu- 
lar order. 

MILITARY BILL. 

The House resumed the consideration of 
the bill entitled, an act more fully to provide 
lor the military defense of the State. 



Public Meeting in Laurel. 

At a meeting of the citizens of Laurel 
county, held at the Court-house in London, 
on the 13th day of May, 1861, on motion of 
G. P. Brown, VV. II. Randall was called to 
the chair, ami C. B. Faris was appointed 
Secretary. 

The object of the meeting having .been 
explained by the President, the following 
gentlemen were appointed to draft resolu- 
tions expressive of the sense of the meeting, 
viz: E. B. Bachelor, Edmund Jones, John 
C'hesnut, J. M. Bullock, and W. A, Aikman. 
who subsequently reported the following pre- 
amble and resolutions: 

WhkbeaS, It is a right of the people at all suit- 
able times to meet nnd express their views and 
wishes in regard to the public weal, and more par- 
ticularly is it their right and duty when the gov- 
ernment and institutions of our country arc im- 
perilled, to make their sentiments known to the 
public. We, therefore, as good and law-abiding 
citizens of Laurel county, now assembled at the 
Court-house in London, do hereby publicly de- 
clare that we have always cherished a cordial, 
habitual, and immovable attachment to the Con- 
stitution of tho United States, without ref- 
erence to the political proclivities of those 
who for the time were elevated to power, and 
controlled the alTairs of the nation ; that wc 
opposed the election of Abraham Lincoln, because 
we did not agree with him in some matters of vital 
importance, and because wo did not, and could 
not, indorse the principles embodied in the Chica- 
go platform, nor do wc now indorse them; yet, not- 
withstanding hiseleetion, and that he, and not the 
man of our choice, is administering the Govern- 
ment, we will maintain our life-long loyalty and 
devotion to that Government, and still cling to the 
Constitution and flag of our country; that in our 
opinion no adequate cause existed for the action 
of the seceded States, and that their withdrawal 
from the Union was in violation of the first prin- 
ciples of the Government, unnecessary for tbc pro- 
tection of life, liberty, or property, and that in so 
doing they wholly disregarded the interest, wishes 
and well-being of tho people of Kentucky; and 
that they made haste to run counter to our most 
cherished hopes, opinions, and principles. 

In view of the distracted condition of our coun 
try, and the dangers which menace and surround 
us, and feeling tho deep responsibility resting 
upon our Stato, it is, therefore, by this meeting 

1. Resolved, That we are opposed to the with- 
drawal of this State from the Federal Union, and 
we are equally opposed to a union with the Con 
federate States, and we solemnly protest against 
the adoption of any measure by the Legislature, 
Governor, or other ^tate officer, or by any lawless 
combinations, directly or indirectly, tending to the 
consummation of tho projected secession of Ken- 
tucky, and her incorporation into the Southern 
Confederacy. 

2. Resolved, Thatwc are unwilling to engage in 
the conflict of arms waging between the General 
Government and the seceded States, but prefer to 
occupy a neutral position — because for many 
reasons we do not wish to fight our brethren North 
or South; and, situated as we arc, wc believe it is 
tho best course we can take in order to obtain a 
peaceable and early termination of the unnatural 
conflict. 

3. Resolved, That we are willing even to sub- 
mit to an armed neutrality of the State, provided 
the same can be safely done; but we protest against 
the appropriation of a single dollar for that pur- 
pose until it is satisfactorily shown whatdisposition 
has been made of the arms recently purchased by 
the Governor, and we still protest against it unless 
it appears that those arms have been placed in 
the hands of such persons only as are favorable 
to the present status of Kentucky, und unless such 
provisions are made as will prevent the arms, yet 
to bo purchased, from falling into the hands of 
Secessionists. 

4. Resolved, That desiring, ns far as practica- 
ble, to maintain a neutral position in the pending 
hostilities, we protest against any action of the 
Confederate States by which troops or munitions 
of war, under any pretense whatever, may bo 
brought into Kentucky, and trust that tho United 
States Government will nothave occasion, or deem 
it necessary, during the contest, to march any of 
her troops into, across, or station them upon the 
territory of this State. 

5. Rtso'ved, That in the event we cannot main- 
tain a neutral position, wo declare, onee for all, 
that we are determined not to engage in hostilities

It HERE AS, by the 2d section of the 4 th ar- 
f y tide of the 32d chapter of the Revised 
Statutes of Kentucky, it is provided that “should 
there be a called session of Congress betwoeu the 
expiration of any Congressional term and the ensu- 
ing first Monday in August, the Governor may, by 
his proclamation, published in three newspapers 
printed in this State, cause an election of repre- 
sentatives in Congress to be held at an earlier day, 
if there are thirty days between the date of pub- 
lication und the day so assigned by him." And 
whereas, the President of the United States has 
issued his proclamation convening Congress in 
extraordinary session on the 4th da> of July 
next. 

Now, therefore, I, BERT All MAGOFFIN, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, do 
hereby order an election to be held in the several 
Congressional districts of the State for represent- 
atives in the Congress of tho United States, in 
pursuancoof the ubove recited act, on the TWEN- 
TIETH DAY OF JUNE, 1861; the inode of con- 
ducting the election and of making returns there- 
of to be governed in all respects by the provisions 
of the laws of the Commonwealth in relation to 
elections.

tes“Inthe discussion in the House of 
Representatives on Friday last, upon the bill 
reported by the committee on Military Af- 
fairs for purchasing arms, Mr. Underwood, 
in the course of his argument, read the 
second and third sections of the act of Con- 
gress of 1795, which provide, “That when- 
ever the laws of the United States shall be 
opposed, or the execution thereof obstruct- 
ed, in any State, by combinations too power- 
ful to be suppressed by the ordinary course 
of judicial proceedings, or by the powers 
vested in the marshals, it shall be lawful for 
the President of the United States to call 
forth the militia of such State, or of an;/ 
other State or States, as may be necessary to 
suppress such combinations, and to cause 
the laws to be duly executed.” And "that 
whenever it may be necessary, in the judg- 
ment of the President, to use the military 
force hereby directed to be called forth, the 
President shall forthwith, by proclamation 
command such insurgents to disperse, and 
retire peaceably to their respective abode, 
within a limited time." 

Mr. Underwood also read the opinion of 
the Supreme Court of the United States in 
the case of Martin vs. Mott, delivered in 
1827, and reported in 12th Wharton, from 
which it appeared to be the unaniinousopin- 
ion of that court, that the act of 1795 was a 
constitutional exercise of power by Congress, 
and “that the authority to decide whether 
tlie exigency has arisen to call forth the 
militia, belongs exclusively to the President, 
and that his decision is conclusive upon all 
other persons." He then showed that the 
proclamation of the President of the United 
States was in strict conformity to the law, 
using the language of the act The correct- 
ness of these facts were not controverted By 
any member; but it was supposed that on the 
next day the chairman of the military com- 
mittee (Mr. Machen,) would reply, and con- 
trovert the positions of Mr. U. Mr. Mach- 
en did make a reply on Saturday, in which 
he endeavored to prove that Mr. Underwood 
was not versed in military alTairs, and was 
inconsistent in li is course on the military 
bill. He warned the House not to be sway- 
ed and led astray on account of the age and 
long experience of Mr. 17. in public affairs; 
but no allusion whatever was made to the 
act of Congress, the decision by theSupreme 
Court, or the proclamation of the President. 
Air. Machen found, no doubt, that the facts 
were as stated by Mr. Underwood. 

x Excitement on tiie Border. — The New 
Orleans Picayune learns by the steamer J. 
M. Sharp, which arrived at New Orleans on 
Saturday morning from Jefferson, Texas, 
that news reached that placed on Tuesday of 
last week by express, in a letter to J. M. & 
J. C. Murphy, that Montgomery, of Kan- 
sas notoriety, at the head of 3,000 men, had 
taken Fort Ouachita. Messengers had been 
sent to Marshall and other places for men, 
money, guns, powder and lead. Capt. Bill 
Young, with about 600 men, was on the 
march, trying to oppose Montgomery. This 
news was corroborated last Wednesday at 
Shreveoort. The greatest excitement pre 
vailed throughout the country. The hells 
were ringing when the Sharp left Jefferson, 
for the purpose of calling a town meeting. 
Already a large meeting had been held at 
Shreveport. Messengers had also been sent 
to New Orleans for men and monev. 



A Word to Union Wen. 

We call the attention of the Union mem- 
bers of this Legislature, to the following ar- 
ticle from the Memphis Appeal : 

Prospect in Kentucky. — While we have liad 
but little doubt as to what must be the ultimate 
attitude of Kentucky in the present struggle, re- 
cent advices from various sources toad us to be- 
lieve that tho separation of that State from the 
northern Government can never bo accomplished 
without a hitter, and, perhaps, bloody contest. A 
conversation on yesterday with a reliable and in- 
telligent gentleman, just from Frankfort, con- 
firmed us in this unwilling conviction. He rep- 
resents to us that the legislature now in session at 
that city is too timid and temporising over to take 
any vigorous action in the faco of tho defiant 
threats from the Washington despotism. That 
body, he thinks, is largely infected with a deadly 
element of semi-froesoilism, whose counsels aro 
in direct antagonism to every measure looking 
toward the vindication of Southern freedom. 

Our informant is of the opinion, from all that 
he can learn, that some of the more unscrupnlon 
of the so-called “Union" leaders aro in dir 
communication with the Federal authorities, a 
have solicited the aid of their troops to oppose 
Southern muveuicut in case of pro\ ing too weak’ 
cope with it single handed. This surmise is su 1 
ported by the tenor of the telegraphic dispatchc: 
sent through from tho North for the lust ten 
days. 

The Union party of Kentucky, we fear, are de- 
termined on a policy whose only result will be to 
sow tho seeds of discord among her people, that 
may yet spring up iuto a fratricidal war. Lot 
them beware lest their insane partisan conduct 
may not render her thriving and populous dis- 
tricts another “dark and bloody ground." 

Hon. Rev. II. W. Hillard has been on a 
mission to Tennessee. On his return home 
he made a speech at Atlanta. From his 
speech we derive the following precious 
morsel of information concerning Kentucky : 

One word as to Kentucky; I have no doubt of 
her coming with us in the end. She stands now 
in a peculiar position. Some of her public men 
are trying to betray her into the hands of the en- 
emy, and she is altogether unarmed. Kentucky 
is indignant. A man standing on her border can 
almost hear the violent pulsations of her angry, 
throbbing heart. When she is armed, she will 
burst like a thunderbolt, and her fury will fall on 
the beads of whoever may be the invaders of 
Southern soil, or show themselves to be the eno- 
mies of the South. 

It has been our opinion for some time 
that all the secessionists wanted were arms. 
Am the State, and place the arms in the 
hands of the disunionists, and then Ken- 
tucky will burst out “like a thunder bolt. ” 
Union men, beware! 
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The Union Party Platform. 

The following preamble and resolutions, 
offered in the Senate by Senator Fisk, (re- 
ported in our proceedings of Saturday,) will 
attract attention. Wc believe that they em- 
body the sentiments of the Union party of 
this State, and we further believe that they 
will constitute the platform of the Union 
Democracy of Kentucky in the coming can- 
vass for members of Congress and members 
of the State Legislature Read them: 

Whereas, There exists a civil war between the 
National Government and the seceded States, 
which Kentucky deeply deplores — a war she had 
no voice in creating, and in which she has hither- 
to refused to take a part, and she now refuses, 
being a part of the National Government, in the 
enjoyment of its benefits — such as mail facilities, 
National hospitals, federal courts, protection at 
home and abroad, a garrison paid out of the na- 
tional treasury, into which she is paying revenue, 
and having a representation in Congress — Ken- 
tucky ought at least to remain neutral till the end 
of the controversy, neither hindering the Nation- 
al Government in the exercise of its authority, 
nor furnishing men, as a .State, to either of the 
belligerents, nor asking aid from either to main- 
tain her position, she will nil the time be ready 
and anxious to mediate between the belligerents, 
and will be profoundly happy should sbe be able 
to reconcile the contending parties, and avert the 
shedding of fraternal blood by fraternal hands. 
With this position Kentucky is willing to go be- 
fore the civilized world and let her conduct pass 
into history, and await the candid and calm judg- 
ment of future and disinterested generations. 
Being connected with the seceded States geo- 
graphically, and having the same domestic insti- 
tutions, she is unwilling to take up arms against 
them. Being attached to the National Govern- 
ment under which she has always lived and great- 
ly prospered, and having no cause for war against 
it, she cannot take up arms to overthrow it. 
Having, in good faith, taken this position, she 
asks the belligerents to respect it. Therefore, 

1st. Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky. That Kentucky will 
not sever her connection with the National Gov- 
ernment, nor will sbe take up arms for either of 
the belligerent parties, but will arm herself for 
the one purpose of preserving tranquility and 
peace within her own borders. 

‘2d. Resolved, That Kentucky now tenders, and 
to the end of the war, all the time will teuder 
herself as mediator, and that she will constantly 
be ready to do all in her power to bring about u 
just and honorable peace. 

2d. Resolved, That the Governor be directed to 
transmit a copy of the furegoing preamble and 
resolutions to the Presidents of the United States 
and of the seceded States, and to the Governor’s 
of each of the thirty-four States.

companies of vomnteers left this place for 
Springfield a tew days ago. Alexander 
Grigsby, formerly of Fleming, went with 
them — a man that can as well he spared as 
some others. The people here, without dis- 
tinction of party, will hold upfor the nation- 
al flag to the last — though Lincoln, by many 
of his party, is much blamed, and the De- 
mocracy nearly all blame hi in — yet as be- 
tween secession and the laws and Constitu- 
tion of our country, there is but one mind 
here. There is much interest felt here for the 
stand that Kentucky may take, and the posi- 
tion of the Guthrie resolutions at Louisville, 
is very much admired not only by the De- 
mocracy but by many leading Republicans 
who have expressed themselves to me. — 
They are tired of the slavery discusssion in 
tliis State, and from what I hear expressed 
and otherwise learn, if Kentucky should ad- 
here to the Union she will be the pet of this 
State, at least they will do anything and ev- 
erything to please her and keep up the 
friendly terms with her. They will enforce 
the fugitive slave law to the letter and spirit

tion. I heard a leading Republican lawyer 
say yesterday, that lie would help hang any 
citizen of Illinois who would go into Ken- 
tucky to incite slaves either to run off or to 
rebel. 1 do hope Kentucky will remain neu- 
tral, and hold on to the Union to the very 
ast. She can gain nothing, hut may lose 
much by going out. Thisisnotthe time to 
give wav to passion, fn feeling, but the true 
inquiry for her to make is — what is it she 
wants? Can she get that by going out any 
better than by remaining in the Union?

Washington, May 17. 

It is said the Government of the United 
States intends to assert its sovereignty on 
the other side of the Potomac within a lew 
days, taking so much time as may be neces- 
sary to perfect the details of every move- 
ment, and thus insure success. You may 
rely on it that some important movement 
will take place within twenty-four hours. 

Several steamers are now lying in the Po- 
tomac, and cannot leave because fuel can- 
not be had. The Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road is the only source of supply, and that 
is in the hands of the Virginians, who know 
the necessities of the Government, and stop 
all supplies. Harper’s Ferry then must be 
taken and the road put in working order. 

A reconnoitering party went down the Po- 
tomac to-day, and carefully examined the 
Virginia shore. As far as they went they 
saw no signs of batteries; they did not enter 
Acquia Creek, however, where it is reported 
there are two erected. 

Reliable information says that 15,000 men 
will soon be concentrated in and around 
Fort Monroe. Gen. Butler is expected to be 
in command. 

It is believed here that orders will be is- 
sued in a few days providing for the stop 
page of mails in all the seceded States. This 
is rendered probable from the fact that 
Adams' Express Company have been served 
with a notice prohibiting them from sending 
letters and packages to points south of 
Washington.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

"R^R^HEREAS, by the 2d section of tho 4th ar- 
ticlc of the 32*1 chapter of the Revised 
Statutes of Kentucky, it is provided that “.should 
there be r called session of Congress between the 
expiration of any Congressional term and tho en- 
suing first Monday in August, the Governor may, 
by his proclamation, published in three newspa- 
pers printed in this State, cause an election of 
representatives iu Congress to be held at an ear- 
lier day, if there are thirty days between tho date 
of publication and the day so assigned by him.” 
And whereas, the President of the United States 
has issued his proclamation convening Congress 
in extraordinary session on tho 4th day of July 
noxt. 

Now, therefore, I, BERIA1I MAGOFFIN , Gov- 
ernor of tho Common wealtli of Kentucky, do here- 
by order an election to bo held in tho soveral Con- 
gressional districts of the State for representa- 
tives in the Congress of tho United States, in pur- 
suance of the above recited act, on the TWEN- 
TIETH DAY OF JUNE, 1861; the modoof con- 
ducting the election and of making returns there- 
of to be governed iu all respects by the provisions 
of tho laws of the Commonwealth iu relation to 
elections.
